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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Each independent claim sets forth a "direct connection" not previously claimed. This represents continued 
prosecution after final rejection, and should be directed to an RCE. However, as the amendment will not be entered, a first action in an 
RCE will not be made final. The examiner has reviewed the specification, and finds at page 4, lines 20-27, that the PBX has a 
connection board to connect to a LAN and that the LAN is connected to the INTERNET by routing. This brings the idea of a "direct 
connection to the INTERNET" into question, as the connection board is connected to the LAN which is then connected to the INTERNET 
via routing. Connection by routing indicates the presence of at least router(s), thus making the "direct" nature of the connection very 
unclear. Thus the claimed subject matter would appear to be directed to new matter not supported by a fair reading of the specification 
as originally filed. 

The proposed changes to the drawings and specification should be re-filed with an RCE, as these appear to overcome the outstanding 
objections. 
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
